He went to the Golden Gate 
state in the fall of 1885 and pur- 
chased an orange grove. For years 
he continued to go to the Sunshine 
Btate late every fall returning to 
Grimsby in the spring. After his 
death, hin sons Harold C. and the 
late Theron carried on and latterly 
Harold C. 

In later years several other 
local fruit growers followed Mr. 
‘Woolverton's lead of winter or- 
anges and summer but 
they purchased and operated grov- 
es in Florida. At the present time 
Harold C. is the only local resident 
who is following up the dual fruit 
production idea.
